The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references cited or the art searched disclose or teach alone or in combination simulating 
a global industrial environment by modeling a global economy as a set of interlinked 
economies, using a set of interlinked agents, implementing interlinked management 
functionalities, using political entities with the interlinked economies, using software 
agents with a knowledge based programmed with rules of engagement, engaging 
artificial agents within a distributed virtual execution environment, dynamically 
customizing run time data in the industry simulation environment, simulating a strategic 
planning management functionality, in combination and in the same relationship to the 
other elements of the claims.

Relevant Prior Art 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Teran (5521 814) discloses a performance model in real time and economic model to 
control process using regression analyses which applies curve fitting to historical data, 
particularly in neural networks for controlling industrial or chemical processes, including system 
optimization. 

Ching (6078901) discloses a quantitative supply and demand model using an 
information spreadsheet, which uses a temporal based model, which is constructed by 
summing over the quantities whose various prices are determined individually by the 
spreadsheet. 

Honarvar (6405173) discloses decision management system for creating strategies to 
manage clients, such as customers, accounts, or applicants, of an organization and provides a 
simulation for qualitative client assessment. Honarvar teaches providing a decision management 
process for simulating a strategy, wherein the process (a) selects, without technical intervention, 
clients from a group of clients; (b) selects, without technical intervention, samples of client data 
corresponding to the selected clients; (c) selects, without technical intervention, an inbound event 
which triggers the strategy; (d) applies the strategy to the selected client data upon the 
occurrence of the selected inbound event; (e) consolidates detailed and aggregate results to 
determine expected results from the simulated strategies; and (f) applies traditional and OLAP 
reporting facilities to analyze/view the consolidated results. 

Van Huben (6484177) discloses a data management method which uses a data 
management control program tangibly embodying a program of instructions executable by a 
supporting machine environment for performing method steps by a data management system 
having a library organization which receives a request of a user initiated from said displayed 
client screen and fulfills the request by a providing result via our data management system. This 
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data management system has a plurality of data managers and is provided with a plurality of data 
managers in one or more layers of a layered architecture. The system performs with a data 
manager and with a user input via an API a plurality of processes on data residing in 
heterogeneous data repositories of said computer system including promotion, check-in, check- 
out, locking, library searching, setting and viewing process results, tracking aggregations, and 
managing parts, releases and problem fix data under management control of a virtual control 
repository having one or more physical heterogeneous repositories. The system provides for 
storing, accessing, tracking data residing in said one or more data repositories managed by the 
virtual control repository. 

Adelman (6591225) discloses a system for evaluating and optimizing the 
performance of a power plant by integrating a physical model, which contains the 
operating parameters of the plant, and an economic model that predicts operating 
economics. An optimization system provides control parameter set points for profitability 
of varying environmental, operational, and economic conditions.
